CHICAGO, 111., Nov. 12.—At the ninth 


annual commemoration of the execution 
of the Haymarket bomb throwers held in 
West 12th street in Turner Hall last 
night, Mrs. Lucy Parsons was one of the 
speakers. Her language became so vio- 
lent that the police led her from the 
stage. The hall was instantly in an up- 
roar and movement toward the stage 
began but was stopped by the introduc- 
tion of Herr Most, whose language tamed 
tbe crowd. 


Training for Aimrrhy. 


The first part of the woman's speech 


was nothing out of the ordinary. Her 
son, she said, -was like his father and 
she was teaching him to take up the 
struggle for which his lather laid down 
his life. As she proceeded she grew 
vehement. 


She Became Wild. 


Arriving at a description ol how the 


four men went to the scaffold she said the 
hangman hurried through 
his 
work 


because he feared to look four honest men 
in their faces, and raising her voice to the 
highest pitch she said: "I ask you for 
what they suffered? 
What crime they 


committed? I ask you, hideous mur- 
derers, from Qary Grinnel and Governor 
Oglesby down to the gang of hired police 
spies." 


^Iru Became Frantic. 


Captain Wheeler hastened across the 


stage and led the infuriated woman away. 
Instantly the hall was in an uproar. Men 
shouted and gestilated wildly. Finally 
order was partially restored. Mrs. Far- 
sons broke from the captain in the wings 
and rushed back on the stage, fairly 
shouting while she shook her clenched 
fist, "You murderers I hurl it in your 
teeth."

Captain Wheeler again sprang to the 


stage and again led the woman away. The 
uproar ravived and shouts of "Forward" 
•were heard from -various parts of the hall. 
The crowd started toward the stage when 
Herr Most was introduced and succeeded 
in quieting the crowd. Concluding his 
speech John Most said, "Anarchy has not 
killed by hanging four men. Anarchy is 
getting stronger each year an it will live 
forever."

HIS SOLE GUARANTEE OF PEACE 
King Menelik Telln the Pope That He Can- 


not Glv« Up HI* Italian Prisoners. 


Rome, Nov. 12.—The Vatican official 


Journal prints the text of the letter 
recently received by the pope from 
King Menelik of Abyssinia, which was 
brought to his holiness by Mgr. Ma- 
caire. In his letter King Menelik pro- 
tests his devotion to the pope and 
maintains that, since the Italian gov- 
ernment continues in its attitude of 
hostility towards Abyssinia, he is un- 
able to sacrifice the sole guarantee of 
peace that he holds by restoring to 
liberty the Italian prisoners he has 
taken and now holds.

Frof. Oilman makes a Statement Anent 


the Situation and Says the War Cloud 


Has Been Dissipated by Argument*, 


Investieations and Concessions. 


V;ashington, Nov. 13.—The official 


announcement of the selection of King 
Oscar of Sweden as the fifth or final 
member of the Venezuela arbitration 
commission, the others be.ng appoint- 
ed by the lord chief justice of England 
and by the chief justice of the United 
States, two by each, is likely to be 
made at an early day. The agreement 
is that if King Oscar's engagements 
are such as to make it undesirable for 
him to sit with the arbitrators he will 


i designate another, probably his chief 
1 jnstic*, to participate in the formal 


proceedings. At the same time, it is 
the king whom the two governments 
will regard as the final arbitrator, 
even if lie should designate some one 
to serve in a formal capacity. 
The 


personnel of the judicial members of 
the commission has not been deter- 
mined, and no names are mentioned 
exceptj that the solicitor-general oi 
England may be one of those desig- 
nated. This, however, will be a mat- 
ter of subsequent adjustment, as the 
exact names do not appear in the draft 
of the treaty. 


PROF. OILMAN INTERVIEWED 


A War Cloud Dissipated by Arguments, In- 


vestigations and Concessions, lie Says. 
Baltimore, Nov. 12.—President Oil- 


man, 
of Johns Hopkins university, and 


one of the members of the Venezuelan 
commission, was asiced to-day for his 
opinion as to whether the effect of the 
published decision was to make the 
Monroe doctrine international law or 
to establish a virtual protectorate on 
the part of this country over Vene- 
zuela. He declared himself very un- 
willing to be interviewed until more 
definite information as to the provi- 
bions of the treaty was in his posses- 
sion. Finally, however, he made the 
following statement: "It is obvious 
that all the data requisite to the forma- 
tion of an opinion have not yet been 
made public by the United States or 
Great Britain; but enough has been 
said to show that the principle of arbi- 
tration is. heartily accepted by both 
nations and that they are very near in 
complete accord upon the best method 
of procedure, if indeed they are not 
absolutely so. It will be time to con- 
sider the relation of the correspond- 
ence between Lord Salisbury and Mr. 
Olney to the recognition of the Monroe 
doctrine when that correspondence is 
published. All that need be said at 
this moment is that the administra- 
tion, in a very difficult and embarrass- 
ing controversy, has 
succeeded in 


securing a concert of action between 
the parties interested, and that this is 
in the interest of peace and interna- 
tional good will.

A GRATIFYING RESULT. 


Sir Francis Loekwood Says That England1* 


Submission Meets with Approval. 


London, Nov. 12.—Sir Francis Lock- 


wood, Q C.. who accompanied the lord 
chief justice of England on his recent 
visit to the United States, says anent 
the agreement of the United States 
and England to submit their quarrel 
regarding Venezuela to arbitration: 
"The result is one to gratify every 
Englishman, particularly as it was 
reached without any sacrifice of prin- 
ciples on either side, though it is no 
surprise to me and the other members 
of the party which recently visited the 
United States. 
We knew before leav- 


ing this country that there was a 
strong enough feeling in favor of a 
pcaeetul settlement of the matter, 
and we touud in the United States that 
it was reciprocal, 1 am sure that every 
thoughtful Britisher has

congratulated both governments on 
the results achieved, and that they nc 
lonyer contemplate even in their wild- 
est thoughts the possibility of an ap- 
proach to warlike interruptions be 
tween the two governments." 


Tlows of Chief Hazen on the Crime 


Counterfeiting and Its Prevention. 


Washington, Nov. 12.—The annual 


report of W. P. Hazen, chief of the se- 
eret service, states that the counter- 
feiting of paper money has materially 
decreased during the past year. This 
can, in part, be accounted ior by tha 
large increase in "raised" or "altered'* 
notes found in circulation, some of 
which are most skillfully executed. 
He attributes the facility with which 
the public are deceived by raised notes 
to the frequent changes in the designs 
of United States notes, which makes it 
almost impossible for the public to be- 
come familiar with the currency. It 
is also made plain, he adds, that tha 
distinctive paper in use is an aid to the 
criminal rather than a protection to the 
public, because of the fact that a note 
printed upon paper containing silk 
threads (as a number of the best coun- 
terfeits and all of the raised notes are) 
is accepted in a majority of instances 
without hesitation, owing to the erro- 
neous impression that the paper used 
by the government is manufactured by 
a secret process and cannot be counter- 
feited. He has also become convinced 
that the introduction of silk in the pa- 
per tends to lessen its wearing quality 


I and is therefore responsible to a de- 


gree for its short life. The counter- 
feiting of gold and silver coins has 
been on the increase in all parts of the 
country. Some counterfeits of silver 
coins have appeared on the PaciSo 
coast that are as good as the genuine, 
both in weight and fineness, and 
from dies of excellent workmanship.
